Many problems can be avoided; lots of trouble can be 
prevented by carrying out these inspections.

Gas Rates 


To Be Lower 


President Harold L. Dalbeck of 
the Lawrence Gas Company has 
stated that under a tentative settle- 
ment with Tennessee Gas Trans~ 
mission Company, gas users in this 
area will receive a reduction in 
their gas bills, amounting to just 
under five cents per thousand cubic 
feet. Total annual savings to cus@ 
tomers as a result of this reduc- 
tion should approximate $150,000. 

Also a part of the settlement is 
a refund which customers will be 
receiving next year, probably as a 
credit on their bills. More 
complete details will be supplied 
to customers when the agreement 
is approved by the Federal Power 
Commission and the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public 
Utilities. 

Mr. Dalbeck said the rate re~ 
duction and refunds come about as 
a result of the coordinated efforts 
of New England gas companies 
who buy gas from Tennessee Gas

been apparent that many officials 
- whose work or profession or- 
dinarily would qualify them to 
unravel the statistical strands 
woven around the project - throw 
up their hands and admit defeat. 
Couldn’t Be Otherwise 

This isn’t seen as a fault of 
the Housing Authority. They have 
no control over the complex red- 
tape system established by the 
federal government, and made 
worse by sometimes - conflicting 
and often confusing state laws. 

In fact, it’s hard to see where 
local Authority members could 
have done other than present the 
plan as required by the govern- 
ment, red tape and all. 

But it is also difficult to imagine 
that any widespread public under- 
standing will be forthcoming, un- 
less the financial picture is clari- 
fied. 

Can this be done? 

Quite some time ago, when one 
member of the Housing Authority 
was told that the figures should be 
simplified to fit on a file card, he 
answered quite frankly that this 
is impossible. 

Simple Presentation Needed 

And even if this should be ac- 
complished, it appears to most 
observers that the result would 
meet a doubtful reception. Most 
voters would want to know how the 
summary was reached - and here 
we go again. 

But they also agree that, without 
simplification plus a _ general 
agreement on how the statistics 
are being used and why, there isn’t 
much chance for voter approval 
in March.
